Holetein-Friesian Cattle. 

The first part of this article was pub- 
lished in our February 1st number, page 
37. It is compiled from the writings of 
S. Hoxie. 


There is a rapidly-growing recogni- 
tion of 'the superior value of the milk 
of this breed for direct consumption. 
We quote from an article in the National 
Stockman: 

“Every physician of note maintains 
that normal milk properly balanced is 
far better for food, especially for in- 
fants and young children. than is milk 
richer in fat. Probably milk contain- 
ing not more than 3.4 per cent. of fat is 
fully rich enough, since the human 
mother’s milk seldom exceeds that fig- 
ure, and often falls below 3 per cent., 
and it is said that nursing infants of 
such mothers are more healthy than 
those who get richer milk. Good medi- 
cal authorities have stated time and 
time again that normal milk is much 
healthier for the human than is rich 
milk, and there is not a careful, intelli- 
gent breeder today who does not know 
that 3 per cent. milk, fresh from the 
cow, ts much better for the calf than 6 
per cent. or even 4 per cent. milk. In- 
deed it is quite freely conceded that hun- 
dreds of Jersey calves owe their prema- 
ture death to a surfeit of rich new milk. 
Disordered stomachs, indigestion and 
scours are the results when such milk is 
fed to calves.” 

We also quote from an address of 
Professor Carlyle of Wisconsin Ex- 
periment Station: 

“A farmer of Illinois, operating an 
extensive dairy of over 200 cows, is de- 
livering milk in Chicago on the recom- 
mendations of the physicians’ and sur- 
geons there. He receives twelve cents 
per quart for his milk wholesale. 

On visiting his farm, he gave me an idea 
which I had never heard presented be- 
fore, and which I am confident is going 
to be elaborated, especially for the milk 
supply of cities. The Physicians’ 
and Surgeons’ Association of Chicago 
frequently visit him on his farm, and 
they ‘have asked him if he can give any 
reason why his milk has more vitalizing 
power than any other milk they can get. 
The gentleman remarked that he had 
never thought of such a thing; that the 
had always considered one milk as good 
as another, provided it had the same per- 
centage of butter fat and milk solids. 


They remarked that if they had a pa- 
tient that was very much run down and 
weak, and they gave him of the milk 
from ‘his herd ,they found it had a more 
life-giving, vitalizing power than any 
other milk they could get, even though 
it was no richer in its chemical proper- 
ties. The point I wish to make here is 
that there is such a thing as vitality in 
milk, and that it is of equal, if not 
greater, importance than its chemical 
composition, especially for the milk sup- 
ply of cities. And there can be no ques- 
tion but that the vitality of milk is 
closely associated with the vitality of 
the animal producing it. Strong, vigor- 
ous cows, such as the Holsteins and 
milking Shorthorns, and some few fami- 
lies of tthe Jersey and Guernsey breeds, 
are animals that are bound to be re- 
quired for this pwnpose. The physicians 
recognize the importance of a strong, 
vital temperament in the human mother, 
and I do not see why it does not apply 
with equal force to the cows.” 

The purchasers of milk for direct 
consumption should always bear in mind 
that vitality in milk, which only healthy 
and vitally strong cows can produce, and 
the substantial body of nutritive solids 
it contains are valuable above all other 
things. High color is not necessarily 
indicative of these characteristics. In- 
deed, it is a question whether high color 
is a desirable quality in milk for direct 
consumption any more than it is a de- 
sirable quality in veal or beef. Doubt- 
less high color arises from the same 
causes of constitution, food and health 
in the one case as in the other. 

Dairymen handling cows of this breed 
do not hesitate to admit that their milk 
contains a lower percentage of fat than 
the milk of Jersey and Guernsey cows. 
But in view of their enormous produc- 
tion of milk they assert that they aver- 
age more butter per cow, and that they 
produce a larger margin of profit. In 
Europe it is largely used, not only in 
Holland but in Belgium, France and 
Denmark, for ‘butter-making. It is 
probable that it adds annualy to the 
world’s product more than any other 
breed, and perhaps more than all other 
breeds together. 

The chief business of the Friesian 
dairymen, the originators of this breed, 
is butter-making. It is not possible to 
ascertain when this was not their chief 
occupation, so long and so continuously 
have they pursued it. It is of so much 
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importance to their country that other 
kinds of business prosper or fail with 
the rise and fall of price, or the increase 
or decrease of this single product, but- 
ter. This business was formerly car- 
ried on in the families of the farmers 
with very imperfect appliances and 
methods. Now it is largely carried on 
in factories supplied with separators and 
other modern appliances. 

In America, Holstein-Friesian breed- 
ers have not been behind the breeders of 
other pure-bred dairy cattle in making 
private records with the churn. But 
recognizing the unreliability of many 
churn records, they generally abandoned 
making them during the fiscal year 
1894-5, and have since been making off- 
cial records by the use of the Babcock 
test. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association, as- 
sisted by the different experiment sta- 
tions, has continued this method of con- 
ducting weekly official tests up to the 
present time, and the most flattering re- 
sults have followed. 

“Rosa Bonheur sth in a six weeks’ 
test produced 135.95 pounds of butter, or 
a daily average of 3.23 pounds. 

“Belle Sarcastic in a six weeks’ test 
produced 136.88 pounds, or a daily aver- 
age of 3.26 pounds. 

“Houwtje D. in six weeks’ test made 
120.65 pounds of butter, or a daily av- 
erage of 2.87 pounds. 

“Tt will thus be seen that these three 
cows made an average of three and 
twelve one hundredths pounds of butter 
per day for a period of six consecutive 
weeks, or fifty-five one hundredths of a 
pound of butter per cow per day in ex- 
cess of the best cow at the World’s Fair. 

“Sensational among the Fair Ground 
tests of 1899 -was that of a Holstein- 
Friesian cow at the Londion Dairy Show, 
Canada, in a forty-eight-hour test con- 
ducted by Professor Dean of Ontario 
Agricultural College. This cow pro- 
duced 6.7 pounds of butter fat during 
this period, a record which has never 
been equalled by a cow of any breed 
publicly or officially tested. 

“That the Holstein-Friesian is unap- 
proached by any breed of cattle in the 
production of large quantities of milk no 
one will deny. My observations lead 
me to believe that the highest yields of 
butter have been obtained from cows 
yielding the largest quantities of milk. 
This seems also to apply to the cows of 
the other breed's, and the results of the 
official tests of the Jerseys at the World’s 
Fair confirm, this view.”—[From W. J. 
Gillett.] 

The quality of the butter produced by 
this breed, so far as tests have been 
made, shows that it is equal to that of 
any other breed. Quality in butter de- 
pends, first, on heallthfulness of the 
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cows (no breed is more healthy than 
this) ; second, on the food and drink of 
the cows,—both must be free from un- 
pleasant flavors and odors,—and, lastly, 
on the ability of the butter-maker. The 
percentage of fat in the milk has noth- 
ing to do with quality of butter, nor has 
color necessarily anything to do with 
quality, for it is well known that the 
butter made from the milk of all breeds 
of cows requires artificial coloring at 
certain seasons of the year, and the 
closest observations cannot detect artifi- 
cially colored butter from that which is 
naturally colored. The coloring matter 
ordinarily used is annatto, a vegetable 
product. This coloring is doubtless as 
healthful, or more so, than natural col- 
oring, the causes of which are yet un- 
discovered; the same causes produce yel- 
lowness of flesh, which is universaMy re- 
garded as a serious objection in veal 
and beef. 

In our Eastern and Middle States the 
production of veal is already adding an 
important item to the credit side of the 
dairy farmer’s balance sheet. No kind 
or quality of veal is in so great demand 
as that of the Holstein-Friesian breed 
and its grades. Veal is also an impor- 
tant source of revenue to the dairymen 
of North Holland and Friesland. They 
supply vast quantities to the English 
markets. 

Cows of this breed make an excellent 
quality of beef. Whatever may be the 
breed, a dairy herd in no country lasts 
above six to ten years; age, accidents 
and failures to breed constantly deplete 
it. If the cows thus dropped out can- 
mot be profitably turned to beef, the 
capital in the herd is totally lost during 
every period of six to ten years. Cows 
of this breed are good feelers and their 
beef command's a high price. 

The Holstein-Friesian bull possesses 
a vigorous constitution above, we be- 
lieve, that of any other dairy breed. 
Hence his value for grading up ordi- 
nary dairy herds. In one of the bulletins 
of Cornell Experiment Station a history 
of its herd of about twenty cows is 
given, and individual examples of grad- 
ing are described. The cow, Freddie, 
three-fourths Hiolstein-Friesian, in 45 
weeks produced 11,6931-4 pounds of 
milk, comtaining 412.22 pounds butter 
fat. Ruby, another three-fourths Hol- 
steinsFriesian, in 48 weeks produced 
13,574 pounds of milk, containing 430.15 
pounds butter fat. Her greatest pro- 
duction for one lactation was 16,089 1-2 
pounds milk in 64 weeks, containing 
531.32 pounds butter fat. In thus grad- 
ing up a herd of native cows Professor 
Roberts ‘has furnished an object lesson 
to farmers who desire to improve their 
herds, but do not feel able to purchase 
pure-bred cows. 





George W. Knorr, Kentucky, writing 
to the Holstein-Friesian Register, says: 
“The Holstein-Jersey cross recommends 
itself to dairymen in various ways. I 
have raised many myself, and all, with- 
out exception, were good dairy cows.” 
It is reported that the cross of the Jer- 
sey bull on Holstein-Friesian cows is 
not generally successful. We do not 
recommend it. It appears thus far that 
success in cross-breeding depends on 
using bulls of the more vigorous breeds 
on cows of the less vigorous.—[S. 
Hoxie. ] 





Some Facts Which All Dairymen 
Should Know. 

The interest of dairymen and cattle 
breeders in the great 120-day dairy cow 
demonstration, held from June 16 to Oc- 
tober 13, 1904, at the St. Louis World’s 
Fair, does not seem to flag with time, 
and this is well, because it was a great 
event, which marked an epoch in the 
rapid development of the dairy business. 
one of the most important industries of 
this great country. 

The demonstration was carried on 
under the supervision and control of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. Five 
Brown Swiss, 15 Holsteins, 25 Jerseys 
and 29 Shorthorn cows took part in it, 
One of the most interesting features of 
the demonstration was the economy test. 
and the part which affords dairymen the 
most valuable lesson in economical feed- 
ing, was undoubtedly the severe test of 
a then new feed, known as Biles Union 
Grains. Of this feed, the rations for 
Holsteins was largely used. 

The cow ‘Shadybrook Gerben, one of 
the Holstein herd, produced more milk 
and more butter fat than any other of 
the 74 cows engaged in the demonstra- 
tion. 

In the.economy test Shadybrook Ger- 
ben was second best. The Jersey cow. 
Loretta D., showed for the 120 days 
93 cents., or three-fourths of a cent. 
per day greater profit, but thereby hangs 
a tale unfolded in Professor E. H. 
Farrington’s full report on the demon- 
stration, recently published as a hand- 
some illustrated pamphlet by Hoard’s 
Dairyman, where, on pages 19 to 23, it i: 
shown that the Holstein cows were 
charged with the Union Grains for the 
second half of the test at $3 per ton 
higher than the ‘St. Louis equivalent of 
the manufacturers’ open price, and the 
Jersey cows were charged for the first 
half of the test only $12.50 a ton for 
feed found to contain 21.62 per cent. 
protein, which was fed under the mis- 
leading name of cornhearts, which was 
named by one of our best experts in 
this country as germ oil meal, worth 


much more in the open market, contain- 











ing a much higher per cent. of protein, 
as was afterwards demonstrated by the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. 

- As the difference of $3 per ton charged 
on the Union Grains for one-half of the 
test alone amounted to $1.18 in cost of 
feed charged to Shadybrook Gerben, it 
is easy to see that the cow fed on Union 
Grains would have been an easy winner 
in the economy test also if the errors in 
the valuation of these feeds had not 
occurred.

SUPERIORITY OF HOLSTEIN BUTTER. 

One of the most scholarly and thor- 
ough works on cattle is “A Monograph 
on the Ayrshire Breed of Cattle,” by E. 
Lewis Sturtevant, M. D., and Joseph 
H. Sturtevant. Though strongly favor- 
ing ,Ayrshires, the authors, with the 
candor of true scientists, publish the fol- 
lowing, page 234, experiment 14: 

One sample of Dutch (Holstein) but- 
ter, one of Guernsey butter, seven of 
Jersey butters and three of Ayrshire 
butters, were placed in a cupboard ad- 
joining a steam heater. A few days 
later another pot of Ayrshire butter 
was added. 

The Guernsey butter was very high- 
colored, melting point 99 degrees had 
an oily rather than a waxy look, but was 
very attractive. It moulded in spots in 
about a month. 

In seven weeks the Jersey butters 
were all rancid, and one had lost its 
color in spots, the white spots remind- 
ing of tallow—no butter flavor. 

The Ayrshire butters were not rancid, 
but had lost flavor and were poor. The 
last specimen placed in the cupboard, 
but on an upper shelf, was forgotten. 
When examined, three and a_ half 
months later, it still retained its flavor 
and taste, but was not strictly first- 
class. 

The Dutch (Holstein) butter was well 
preserved, being neither rancid nor 
flavorless.

most interested in our agricultural col- 
lege that by his efficient work and cour- 
teous treatment he has made for himself 
a host of friends who will keenly re- 
gret his departure. At this writing 
no one has been elected to the position 
made vacant by his resignation.

At a meeting of the stockholders of 
the proposed Morristown bank, held in 
Chapman’s hall Monday evening, July 
16th, Frank L. Scott, secretary of the 
Board of Trade, called the meeting to 
order.

After discussing when and how the 
subscribed stock should be paid in the 
following directorate was chosen: James 
V. Crawfod, J. M. Gilmour, ‘H. E. Wor- 
den, Frank W. Ames, D. D. Earing, 
Amos Fitch, G.'M. Holmes, A. W. Greg- 
ory and Clark Rogers. 

The meeting of stockholders was then 
adjourned and a meeting of the newly 
elected directors called. The following 
officers were chosen from among the di- 
rectors: President, J. V. Crawford; 
vice-president, F. W. Ames; cashier, A. 
W. Gregory. 

A committee was then chosen to se- 
cure a suitable building and install nec- 
essary equipment that the Frontier Na- 
tional Bank of Morristown may be open 
for business September 1, 1906. In the 
meantime applications will be made for 
a charter. 

The bank is capitalized at $25,000, di- 
vided into shares of $100.

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Anthrax. 


In an address on the subject of an- 
thrax at a public meeting in Norwood, 
recently, Dr. V. A. Moore, of the New 
York State Veterinary College, Cornell 
University, made the following state- 
ments : 

Anthrax is a specific infectious dis- 
ease that attacks nearly all animals and 
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men. It is one of the oldest diseases of 
which we have knowledge. It is sup- 
posed to have been known to the Egyp- 
tians. The Arabs speak of it as “Per- 
sian Fire.” 

Tt was the cause of many extended 
epizootics during the middle ages. It 
exists in nearly every country in which 
sheep, cattle and horses are raised. 

It was thought for many years that it 
did not exist in the United States, but 
there are authentic reports that it has 
been introduced in at least 15 States of 
the Union. In the State of New York 
there are several areas that have been 
infected. 

Anthrax is caused by a microscopic 
organism known as the bacterium an- 
thracis. It was first observed in 1849 
by Pollander and isolated and studied 
by Koch in 1875. This organism pro- 
duces spores, which are very resistant. 
and cattle have become infected and died 
of anthrax on pasture lands eight years 
after this organism was first introduced. 

Because of the resisting power of the 
spores, anthrax is one of the most seri- 
ous and difficult diseases of animals that 
we have to combat. 

The disease known as anthrax varies 
in its manifestations. In sheep and cat- 
tle it usually appears in an acute form 
of septicaemia or blood poisoning. The 
first symptom is a rise in temperature. 
which is followed from one to twelve 
days later by general depression and 
death. Occasionally it appears on some 
part of the body as a local disease. 


In horses anthrax is more often local- 
ized than in cattle. In swine it is al- 
most always localized in the throat or 
jaws. In man-it usually takes the form 
of local lesions resembling carbuncle, 
known as malignant pustule. If, how- 
ever, the spores of the bacteria are in- 
haled or taken with the food into the 
digestive tract, disease of the lungs and 
intestines follow, which usually prove 
fatal. 

It is an interesting fact that these bac- 
teria, so long as they are within the 
body, do not produce spores. ‘There is 
no satisfactory treatment for this dis- 
ease. 

Anthrax may be restricted from 
spreading by the burning of the dead 
animals or by burying them at least six 
feet deep and covering the bodies be- 
fore the dirt is replaced with a large 
quantity of quick lime and thoroughly 
disinfecting all ground, fields or stables 
contaminated by them. 

If animals are buried it is well to 
enclose by fencing the area in which 
they are buried to prevent other animals 
from grazing over them. For a number 
of years these areas should be burned 
over at least once a year.

(Charles A. Wheeler, one of Deposit’s 
best known citizens, died at his home on 
Pine street at 1.45 Tuesday morning, 
July 31, aged 54 years. The cause of 
death was liver trouble. His health be- 
gan to fail about two years ago, but he 
retained a fair degree of strength until 
about a week ago, when he became 
worse and sank rapidly until the end 
came. He was conscious to the last. 

Mr. Wheeler was born in Deposit and 
has always lived here. He was a son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Addison J. Wheeler, 
and a grandson of Hon. Charles Knapp. 
After finishing his school course in De- 
posit he attended school at Homer, N. 
Y., and was in the class of 1874 at Cor- 
nell University. 

Mr. Wheeler’s business career was a 
very successful one. He had great faith 
in Deposit and its future and evinced 
that faith by investing in real estate, 
which proved very remunerative. When 
the Deposit Board of Trade was organ- 
ized he was one of its members and 
was active in every good work that char- 
acterized the early hhistory of this asso- 
ciation. Deceased was a man of kindly 
nature and had a large circle of friends. 
He had a remarkably acute business 
sense and a clear and active mind, and 
despite failing physical strength his in- 
tellectual processes were not impaired, 
and to the last he retained his interest 
in affairs. Surely with the passing of 
this man there has been taken from the 
activities of local life the influence of a 
keen mentality, which at all times had 
been directed to the betterment of con- 
ditions that surrounded him and _ his 
fellow travelers. He evidenced an ac- 
tive interest in politics, but sought no 
favors from his party. His was a na- 
ture which enjoyed the greater pleasure 
of giving rather than the lesser one of 
receiving. His conscience directed him 
in his political actions as well as in his 
business life. He did not hesitate to ex- 
press his disapproval of party misman- 
agement, nor did he withhold the meed 
of praise to which those opposing him 
were entitled when he believed they had 
earned it. He was counsellor and friend 
to many and often accompanied his ad- 
vice with practical evidences of his sym- 
pathies. 

For several years in succession the 
town of Deposit honored him by elect- 
ing him to the office of Supervisor, and 
for two years he was chairman of the 
Delaware County Board of Supervisors. 
The greatest political honor perhaps 
that ever came to him was in 1904, when 
he was chosen one of the presidential 
electors. 


For many years he was connected 
with the Deposit National Bank, and 
was one of its directors. 

But the work he liked best was farm- 
ing, and for several years past he has 
spent much of his time upon his three 
farms in this vicinity. He was a breeder 
of wide reputation, and some of the 
finest Holstein cattle in the State may 
be found upon these farms today. 

Mr. Whheler was a prominent mem- 
ber of Deposit lodge, F. & A. M. 

He is survived by his mother, Mrs. 
I. K. Wheeler, who, in her declining 
years, deserves a large measure of sym- 
pathy in the loss of her only son.

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H.-F. Breeders’ Club of New

The regular monthly meeting of the

Summary of Official Records from 
July «to July gr. 

Unless otherwise mentioned, these rec- 
ords are for a period of seven consecu- 
tive days. ‘They are made under the 
careful supervision of State Agricultural 
Coileges and Experiment Stations, and 
their accuracy is vouched for by them; 
no private records are reported by the 
Holstein-Friesian Association. 
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During the period from July Ist to 
July 31st, 1906, records for 107 cows 
have been accepted, five of which were 
begun more than eight months after 
freshening. All made seven-day, and 
two made thirty-day records. The av- 
erages by ages were as follows: 

Thirty-four full aged cows averaged: 
age, 6 years, I month, 3 days; days from 
calving, 35; milk, 457.7 lbs.; per cent. 
fat, 3.20; fat, 14.955 lbs. Eleven four- 
year-olds averaged: age, 4 years, 4 
months, 4 days; days from ape 355 
milk, 290.9 Ibs.; per cent. fat, 3.25; fat, 
12.703 lbs. Sixteen three-year-olds av- 
eraged: age, 3 years, 4 months, 9 days; 
days from calving, 26; milk, 376.3 lbs.; 
per cent. fat, 3.25; fat, 12.218 lbs. Forty- 
one heifers classed as two-year-olds av- 
eraged: age, 2 years, 3 months, 1 day; 
days from calving, 30; milk, 306.8 Ibs.; 
per cent. fat, 3.14; fat, 9.627 Ibs. 
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509.5 Ibs. milk, heads the lists; and while 
the vield is not remarkable as to pro- 
duction, when it is considered that the 
record was begun 76 days after freshen- 
ing, and that the cow was milked but 
twice per day, averaging 36.3 lbs. milk, 
or 18 quarts at a milking, it becomes 
worthy of special mention. 

Among the heifers, Netherland Jo- 
hanna De Kol, 3d, 13.488 Ibs. from 391.7 
Ibs. milk; Clothilde Lyons Pauline, 
12.202 lbs. of fat from 397.2 lbs. milk, 
and Piebe Longfield Night, 12.022 Ibs. 
fat from 340.4 lbs. milk, are noteworthy, 
and of these Clothilde Lyons Pauline 
was milked but twice per day. 

Attention is called to all. the “eight 
months records,” as all are remarkably 
fine and show the staying powers of the 
breed, while the record of Pontiac Col- 
mubo, begun over 18 months after calv- 
ing, is very remarkable. This heifer,

This herd of 102 animals, of which, as 
usual, more than one-half were heifers, 
produced in seven consecutive days 
38.461.6 lbs. milk, containing 1.238.380 
lbs. of butter fat, showing an average 
of 3.22 per cent. fat. The average yield 
for each animal was 377.1 Ibs. of milk 
containing 12.141 Ibs. of butter fat, equiv- 
alent to 53.9 lbs.. or 26 quarts milk per 
day, and 14 and 1-6 lbs. of the best 
creamery butter per week. 

Fighteen pounds of butter fat in seven 
consecutive days may be considered as a 
large amount for any cow to produce, 
and this amount is seldom exceeded by 
cows of any breed other than Holstein- 
Friesian. During the past year 71 H.-F. 
cows, one-fourth of wit were not yet 
of full age, exceeded 18 Ibs. of butter 
fat in one week under @fficial test. No 
one will deny that 18 Ibs. of butter fat 
will make 21 lbs. of the best of butter; 
and that is at the rate of three Ibs. of 
butter per day. The 71 cows produced 
38,406 lbs. of milk, containing 1,402.826 
lbs. of butter fat, showing an average of 
3.65 per cent. fat. Hach cow averaged 
540.9 lbs. milk, containing 19.758 Ibs. 
butter fat, equivalent to 77.3 Ibs. milk or 
37 quarts daily, and 23 lbs. of best but- 
ter per week. Comment on such a 
showing is superfluous. 

In this issue of the Official Reports, 
Gretchen Lyons, 18.433 lbs. fat from 


calving at 2 vears, 5 months, 9 days, 
produced in 7 consecutive days 444.4 Ibs. 
milk, containing 15.567 Ibs. fat, and 
1,790.5 lbs., containing 61.088 Ibs. fat, in 
30 days; while tested 241 days from 
calving, she produced in 14 days, 601.3 
Ibs. milk, containing 20.543 Ibs. fat, and 
row tested again 567 days from calving, 
she produced 278.8 lbs. milk, containing 
10.42 Ibs. fat in 7 days. It is stated that 
she was bred 4% months before begin- 
ning the last record. Queen Ormsby is 
emtered in the semi-official yearly test, 
conducted by the Wisconsin Agricul- 
tural College, and in addition to the two 
official records, she will have a semi- 
official yearly record for her lactation 
period.

before me. The pe- 
culiarity of the book first observed is 
that the pages are not numbered. It 
should contain in the neighborhood of 
300 pages. There are two classes of en- 
tries—animals that are black and white 
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and those that are red and white. Of 
the black and whites the bulls entered, 
number from 3092 to 3241, the cows 
from 11096 to 11454. Of the red and 
whites the bulls number from 50 to 52, 
the cows from 183 to 190. Besides these 
registrations are given the milk and but- 
ter production for the year 1905-6 of 52 
herds. Among other things contained is 
alist of 53 regularmembers. (This seems 
small as compared with the membership 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, but it must be remembered 
that Friesland contains but 1,253 square 
miles of territory, or an area*about the 
size of Herkimer county, in New York 
State) and two honorary members, S. 
Hoxie, Yorkville, N. Y., U. S. A., and 
Jhr. Mr. C. van Ejijsinga, Leeuwarden, 
and it is worthy of note that Mr. Hoxie’s 
name stands first in the list. 

For the sake of comparison we will 
give some figures drawn from the rec- 
ord of K. N. Kuperus’ herd. We have 
selected this herd because Mr. Kuperus 
is perhaps the best known in this coun- 
try of any of the Friesland breeders. 
This herd consisted of 34 animals, but 
as nine of these were disposed of be- 
fore the end of the year only the 25 re- 
maining through the year will be con- 
sidered. A peculiarity which we wish to 
note is that at the head of the record of 
each herd the character of the soil of 
farm is given. The soil of Mr. Kuperus’ 
farm is given as heavy clary (zware 
kleibodem). The average age of this herd 
is close to 4 years, but one cow is 9 
years old. She is by a good margin the 
largest producer of the hed. In 343 days 
she gave 14,550.6 Ibs. of milk, yielding 
577 lbs. of 90 per cent. butter, or 649 
lbs. of 80 per cent., as commonly reck- 
oned by Holstein breeders in this coun- 
try. The average yield of these 25 young 
cows, for an average period of 334 days 
was 11,147 lbs. of milk, yielding 413.22 
lbs. of 90 per cent. butter, or 464.87 Ibs. 
of 80 per cent. butter. Only one cow in 
this herd, numbering 34 head, tested 
over 4 per cent. of butter fat. The av- 
erage for the 34 head for the year was 
3.38 per cent. 

The 52 herds whose records of pro- 
duction appear in this volume comprise 
a total of 1,193 animals, and average of 
23 to the herd. Out of this total num- 
ber only seven show an average test 
above 4 per cent.

We have only 





room for the Summary of Conclusions. 

These ought to prompt every dairyman 

to do a little testing to find out what 

conditions may exist in his own herd 

that need to be remedied. : 
SUMMARY. 

1. In the eighteen herds reported, in- 
cluding 221 cows, the average produc- 
tion was 5,616.99 pounds milk, 226.63 
pounds butter fat, and an average test 
of 4.03 per cent. 

2. The best herd averaged 350.17 
pounds, the poorest 142.05 pounds but- 
ter fat per cow. 

3. The best ten cows averaged 388.75 
pounds, the poorest ten 109.42 pounds 
butter fat per cow. 

4. The butter fat produced by the best 
cow (on the basis used) was worth 
$119.32, while that of the poorest was 
worth only $19.58. 

5. At least one-third of the cows in 
the ordinary herds are practically un- 
profitable. 

6. The herds in which grading has 
been practiced, produced 85.47 pounds 
butter fat per cow more than did those 
in which no grading has been done. 

7. The scales and the Babcock test 
miade it possible to remove five cows 
from a herd of ten and thereby increase 
the profit $7.52 per head. 

8. This circular shows conditions as 
they exist on dairy farms of the State, 
indicating that a few cows are kept at a 
good profit, some a. a small profit, and 
many at an actual loss. 

9. There is but one way to determine 
the value of a cow—test her. 

10. Two serious mistakes made by 
Illinois dairymen in feeding their herds 
is their failure to pyovide silage, and to 
make a liberal use in their rations of 
leguminous roughness such as cowpea, 
clover and alfalfa hay. Silage should 
not be fed in condensary districts where 
objected to, but the leguminous hays 
should be used freely, as they are easily 
grown, and since they replace expensive 
concentrates to a large extent they re- 
duce the cost of milk production.

“Charge!” cried the general. 

I believed never to have had a like 
pleasure in my life. 

“Oh, ho, they’ve got enough!” said 
I to myself. 

And from all sides one heard “Long 
live the Emperor!”

the rest. This lasted only a minute. 
The squares had commenced to advance, 
and we believed that all was finished;
